Trouble started Saturday evening 
shortly after the vessel had cleared 
for New York, with a cargo of bariey 
and oil, shipped by the Port Costa 
Milling Company. a subsidiary of 
George W. McNear and Company 
of San Francisco. 

Through a spokesman, the crew, 
according to Capt. Tobin, demanded 
that the ship be turned back, charg- 
ing that they had shipped with the 
understanding the Callao was to be 
towed to the Panama Canal, whence 
she would proceed to New York. The 
men claimed that the vessel was rn- 
seaworthy; that the crew was not 
sefficient for such a voyage; that 
there was no provision aloft for the 
safety of the men, and that the 
blocks and tackles were defective. 
The crew included only eight able 
bodied seamen. 

Capt. Tobin denied tonight that 
the voyage had been misrepresented 
to the men and that the v was 
unseaworthy and said that he had 
sent messages for a tug only be- 
cause the men had refused to obey 
his orders. As the bark anchored 
Customhouse officials boarded her 
Lut departed after a preliminary sur- 
ey of the situation. The matter, 
they said, probably would be taken 
up with the United States shipping 
cemmissioner tomorrow George 
W. MeNear and Company, who dis- 
patched the Callao as agents for the 
Brynhilda Shipping Corporation of 
New York, owners of the vessel.

REVENUE BILL 
DN CAUCUS 


Two Hundred Five Millions 
is Estimated Yield. 


Phelan Loses Fight to Keep

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14.—The ad- 
ministration revenue bill, as amend- 
ed by the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee, was approved late tonight by 
the Democratic Senate caucus and 
will be reported in the Senate by 
Wednesday. The measure, leaders 
estimate, will yield $205,000,000 an- 
nually, an increase of $7,500,000 over 
the estimated revenue as it passed 
the House. 
The caucus sustained the Finance 
Committee amendment to the wine 
schedule after a vigorous fight led 
by Senator Phelan of California, for 
retention of the House rates. As ap- 
proved, the tax on still wines will 
be at the rate of 8 cents per 
wine gallon, and the tax on grape 
brandy or wine spirits used in the 
fortification of sweet wines will be 
55 cents per proof gallon, as against 
10 cents proposed in the House bill. 
On champagne and sparkling 
wine, a tax of 3 cents would be lev- 
fed on each half pint; on artificial- 
ly carbonated wine 2% cents per half 
pint, and on each bottle or other 
container of cordials or similar com- 
pounds, 1% cents per half pint. 
DYESTUFFS TARIFF. 
Several party leaders waged a los- 
ing fight against the dyestuffs tariff. 
In approving the proposal, however, 
the caucus included an amendment

ASHINGTON’S WAR 
WORRIES TOLD OF. 


THIRD EDITION WHITE BOOK 
ISSUED BY DEPARTMENT. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT 1 

WASHINGTON, Auk. 14.—The 
third edition of the American White 
Book, containing tabulated copies of 
correspondence exchanged by the 
State Department with European bel- 
ligerents during the recent -months, 
has just been issued by the depart- 
ment. It contains no important com- 
munications the substance of which 
has not been published, but reveals 
textually for the first time some of 
the memoranda dealing with armed 
merchantmen, the presence of allied 
cruisers off American ports and other 
subjects. 

Secretary Lansing’s suggestion that 
merchantmen be disarmed is shown 
to have been firmly rejected by all 
of the allied powers, the British Am- 
bassador in a memorandum, dated 
March 23, summing up their position 
by saying the allies are “unable to 
agree that, on a nonguaranteed 
German promise, human life may be 
surrendered defenceless to the mercy 
of an enemy who in circumstances of 
this kind, as in many others, has 
shown himself to be both faithless 
and law’ 

Secretary Lansing, November 16, 
1915, it is shown, sent a note to the 
German Ambassador, summarizing 
a dozen cases in which German of- 
ficers and men had escaped from 
German cruisers interned in the 
United States, declaring that. the 
United States government regards 
the action of the seamen as contrary 
to its express instructions and as 
breaches of honorable conduct” and 
requesting that the German govern- 
ment promptly return any of these 
men who may be within German 
jurisdiction to the United States. 

It is disclosed that in a note dated 
March 20, answering a complaint 
from Secretary Lansing regarding the 
presence of British cruisers near 
American territorial waters, the Brit- 
ish Ambassador expressed surprise at 
the State Department's attempt “to 
distinguish between different parts of 
the high seas,“ and says that he is 
“gnaware of the existence of any 
rules or principles of international 
law which render belligerent opera- 
tions which are legitimate in one part 
of the high seas illegitimate in an- 
other.”

Union Longshoremen Agree 
to Observe the Law. 
Declare They will Commit no 

Violence in Tacoma. 
Temporary Restraining Order 
to Become Permanent.

TACOMA (Wash.) Aug. 14.—-Tem- 
porary restraining orders against the

“Under the Clayton law we have 
a right to continue our strike and 
conduct peaceful picketing, and these 
restraining orders simply enjoin us 
from doing unlasvful acts, which we 
had no right to Go with or without 
an injunction in force, so we, &5 
counsel for the strikers, determined 
not to resist making these restraining 
orders permanent. The strike will 
continue with peaceful picketing as 
before.”

CARR’S HUMOR.

This week's bill at the Orpheum 
is only another proof that Martin 
Beck takes no account of the theatri- 
cal “silly season,” giving us credit 
for fine appreciation in hot weather 
as well as in cold. 

The famous “Mr. Potash” returned 
to us on the Orpheum stage, yester- 
day, reincarnated. As for Alexan- 
der Carr's new playlet—ah, 
something else again,” as “Abe” | 
would say. Suffice it, Mr. Carr could‘ 
hardly have found a more delightful- 
ly human one than Edgar Allan 
Woolf's “An April Shower,” in which 
he gives a rare impersonation of 
that paradoxical character, the mon-

Maybe there aren't many 
in the audience who know about 
“phrasing” and “technique,” maybe 
they never heard of G. Aldo Randeg- 
ger, but they know that here is a 
man who knows how to give them 
rippling melodies and bright har- 
monies that mean something. 

Personality and “pep” have Jim 
and Betty Morgan, who play the 
piano, and comedy on the ukulele 
and piccolo. Miss Morgan, who also 
sings, has a charming way of reach- 
ing across the footlights and mak- 
ing her audience want to go right 
up and say hello. As it is, the Or- 
pheum crowd makes them do all 
they know, and then cries for more. 

Clark Martinetti and Joe Sylvester 
can make furniture nearly as funny 
as Charlie Chaplin does, and they 
do some clever acrobatic stunts. 

Nan Halperin continues to flash 
brilliantly from one winsome mood 
to another in “The Five Stages of 
Girlhood;” the Imperial Chinese Trio 
please in some delightful new mu- 
sical nufmbers; Theodore Kosloff has 
changed the personnel of his com- 
pany to some extent, but they con- 
tinue to fascinate in the dramatic 
dances presented, and Moon and 
Morris are as delightful as last week 
in their Siamese dancing stuff,

Hinshaw Gives More Details 
of 


Note Appoint- 
ment a Storm Center. 


Manipulation to Carry Out 
Orders Alleged. 


Supervisor Hinshaw, who last Sat- 
urday evening in a public meeting 
at Long Beach told of the efforts of 
E. T. Earl to dictate who should be 
appointed to county positions, and 
showed his audience a note he had 
received from Earl commanding him 
to make a certain appointment, last 
night replied to Supervisor Hamil- 
ton's attempted defense of Earl. Mr. 
Hinshaw said: 

I notice that Supervisor Hamil- 
ton, in a letter printed in an Earl 
paper, has quickly come to the res- 
cue of Supervisor Norton and Mr. 
Earl. Why not? Could we expect 
anything else? 

A study of the contents of this 
letter, however, only proves still 
more conclusively the attempt by 
certain “special interests” to control 
the county government with the as- 

nee of certain members of the 
Board of Supervisors. 

Mr. Hamilton, after referring to 
my Long Beach address, and to the 
“Do it, Hinshaw,’ order from Mr. 
Earl, says: “He clinched this as- 


| tounding revelation by showing that 


four days later I introduced my res- 
olution to make the Auditor con- 
troller and county manager. He in- 
sinuates that this was intended to 
‘put out the present Auditor and 
admit of the appointment of a man 
named in the written communica- 
tion.’ Unfortunately for this ‘ex- 
pose,’ the public will distinctly re- 
call that my proposal was that not 
Mr. Hassell but Reynold E. Blight 
be named as Auditor, on condition 
that the Civil Service Commission 
would consent to his appointment 
without examination under Section 
35 of the charter; and, the Civil 
Service Commission having ruled 
there must be an examination, I was 


at all times willing to have the ex- 


amination held and appoint the man 
standing highest in the test.“ 

This reference is certainly an 
oversight, or an attempt to cloud 
the issue, by making it appear that 
there was no attempt to carry out 
the request of Mr. Earl because Mr. 
Hamilton had named Mr. Blight in 
his resolution. 

That resolution was troduced 
about September 14, 1915. Within 
three days after the order was 
given by Mr. Earl to me, Mr. Ham- 


ilton introduced a new resolution, 


leaving out the name of Mr. Blight, 
changing the qualifications, giving a 
new title and raising the salary. 
This was a singular coincidence if 
it was not for the purpose of fol- 
lowing the orders of E. Earl. 
Mr. Hamilton also states in his 


letter that my vote to continue an 


incompetent official in the Auditor's 
office and ex-officio in the bureau 
of efficiency is costing a great deal 
of money. It mfght be borne in 
mind, however, that the only time 
when there has been any inclina- 
tion on the part of the two mem- 
bers of the board referred to to 
select a new Auditor was always 
conditional that a man of their 
choosing either be named directly 
or that the qualifications be so ar- 
ranged that no one else could get 
in. And the order of Mr. Bari to 
make the appointment only shows 
the determined efforts to have the 
scheme carried out. 

In my address at Long Beach I 
stated that I was not commenting 
at that time on the quality or effi- 
ciency of the services rendered by 
the present County Auditor, but only 
referred to the manner in which we 
were commanded to select the new 
man. 

Mr. Hamilton states that if Mr. 
Earl had ever mentioned the mat- 
ter to him he would have given his 


suggestion the consideration it mer- 


ited. This, indeed, would have been 
very appropriate had the suggestion 
come from him as a citizen and in 
the interests of good government. 
But when the demand comes from 
the editor and owner of two daily 
newspapers, following threats in 
previous issues where like requests 
had not been carried out—that he 
would “fix” or “take care of” the 
man who retfused—1 believe it is 
time that the voters of Los Angeles 
county were given to understand the 
pressure that is brought to bear on 
a public official who dares to do 
his. duty if*such duty is in conflict 
with personal or political interests 
of any individual. 

I have been connected with the 
county and State governments for 
the past six years and have en- 
deavored to stand for a clean ad- 
ministration both in business and 
politics, and I resent orders to carry 
out any scheme which is not in line 
with the policy for which I have 
been standing, regardless of where 
it originates.
